The only way to overcome these drawbacks and in«x)nrenienc««

V the work could be organized meth-jdiQally. b« better done, tad

nnd.»r (he immediate supervision of the permanent officials, who are 

hJy acquainted with the archives a^dconld give the extra clerks 

^aistaDce in their work. 



Yielding to the snggestionf of several archeologists and particQlariy to 
those of M. Tabbe Caegraio, I discontinued the publication of the *' Jngt - 
mentfi et Deliberations du Conseil Souverain/' which go no further 
than the beginning of the year 1717 From that time up to the end of 
the French government of Canada, these judgments do not ofiFer any 
historic interest. I have, however, had an analytical table prepared which 
will be published as an appendix to the report of the Registrar, so that tke 
public may be informed of the contents of these registers. 

Infetead of the '* Jugements et Deliberations du (Jonseil Souverain '' I 
published the correspondence of the Governors and of the Intendauts. 
Had it not been for the destruction by fire of the printing establishmeat 
of M^^ssrs L. J. Demers Brothers, to whom I have entrusted this work, 
the first volume of this series would now be printed. 

These delays are the more to be regretted as all students of history 
are anxiouly awaiting the publication of th. se archives which contain 
the most valuable infoimation as regards the history of French rule in 
Canada 

Unfortunately, we have here but ^-^comparatively small part of 
the archives covering the period of French rule : what we have has 
been derived from copies taken in Paris under the superintendence and di- 
rection of Mr. Faribault, and from those made by Dr. O'Callaghan for the 
State of New-York : there remains however to be copied, at the National 
Library and at the Mazarine Library, as woll as at the otfices of the Ministry 
of War and of the Colonies, a great deal more than w^e have in the vaults of 
the office of the Registrar. 

Mr. Joseph Marmette, who made an inventory oi all the documents 
comprised in these archives, for the Federal Cxovernmeut, stHtco, 
in his report of 1886, that only the very smallest portion of the history 
of our country, to be found in the archive o of the Minister of Ma- 
rine, was examined by Mr. Faribault in 185:^ and 1853. He agair 
refers to this matter in his report for the year 1886. He says : ** the 
further 1 go in analyzing the large collection of manu»cripts upon New 
France contained in the national archives, the more and more convinced 
am I of their importance, and every day I discover an incalculable 
amount of precious information upon the domestic history, the comme>x*e, 
the industries and the national development of Canada under Fre^ach 
rule which, up to this time, has escaped the notice of our historians.

that the complete correspondence of a King, a Minister, a Governor or a** 
Intendant may be found, by consulting at the most two or thre^ rolam*' 

To bring this work to a succesful issue, there must be a lari^er '*^r^"»t*/ 
voted, which I recommend. This would not really increase the Rip^'U^- 
of the service, but would be merely throwing, with muchgreritpf orili.r 
and efficiency, on two or three years the amounts, which would b« other- 
wise spread over ten or twelve years. 

We have also commenced the printing of the list of lands granted by 
the Grovernment since 1788. This will unquestionably be a publicatina of 
the greatest value ; the information furnished in this printed list wi!' 
greatly diminish the work and the costs entailed by searches in Registry 
offices, with reference to lands granted by the Crown under Engll^L 
rule, especially in the townships.

twenty cases of letters-patent of grants of public lands ; he is 'on- 
linning his reyearohes and is now engaged collecting the letters pati^n* 
for beach lots A very great number of these title deeds to bearh l--^*** 
are missing, so that the collection prepared by Mr. Faucher will he of 
the greatest value to us. We are also without a large number of otbe»- 
documents which belong to us, bat which were kept at Ottawa in ISt'T • 
particularly the registers of proclamations, anterior to the Ist July, 18t^7. 
in so far as they apply to Lower Canada; the registers of letters-pateu: 
incorporating joint stock or other public companies having their principal 
places of business in Lower Canada ; the registers of commissions under 
the Privy Seal, in so far as these commissions refer to our Proviruv^ ; 
reafisters containing the registration of diplomas of doctors, notaries^, 
surveyors and other persons authorized to exercise their professions in 
Lower Canada. 

We are often asked for copies of these documents, which naturally form 
part of our archives. 1 have great hope that Mr. Faucher will succeed in 
obtaining all these for us. and that in cases, where certain registers 
may contain documents applying to the two provinces ot Upper and Lower 
Canada, he will obtain copies of all which may concern the Province 
of Quebec. These copies might, by act of the Legislature, be declared 
authentic, which would allow of the giving of copies that would make 
proof in law and before the Courts. 

WORK IN THE ARCHIVES. 

We have pushed on the work energetically ; Mr. Evanturel has contin- 
ued the analysis of the archives of the Montreal Jurisdiction and has made 
a catalogue of the documents which he copied at Boston some years ago. 

I am happy to inform you that, thanks to the good will of the direc- 
tors of the college of Nicolet, we have been enabled to obtain possession of 
the documents copied in Boston by Mr. Evanturel. 

By theorderof Hon. Mr. Blanchet, one of your predecessors, the whole 
of this valuable collection had been sent to ^bbe Bois,parish priest of Maski- 
nonge, who was entrusted with the duty of making the selection of such 
papers as should be placed in the Collection of Documents relating' to New 
Prance, published by the Government, in four volumes, between 1883 and 
1886. Mr. Bois had taken comparatively little from these documents, and 
had kept the rest of the collection.
